ORDER: The Court received a joint letter from parties on May 4, 2016. In the letter, 
plaintiffs requested permission to submit a second, "narrowed" request on May 13, 
2016. (ECF No. 72, at 4.) Defendants objected to plaintiffs' unilateral request to further 
narrow the request.
